Mr. Lansburgb is said to have re- 
fused treatment which would have 
taken him away from his business 
duties and the active charitable 
and civic affairs in which he was 
interested here. 

He was the youngest member of 
a family originally of fifteen. chil- 
dren of the late Gustav and Louisa 
Lansburgh. The elder Mr. Lans- 
burgh founded the firm here in 
1860, later being joined by his 
brother, James Lansburgh. 


Quickly Rose in Business. 


Mr. Lansburgh was educated in 
local schools and at the age of 17 en- 
tered his father’s store at the 
“ground floor.’’ He quickly mastered 
the details of the business, and soon 
had fitted himself for an executive 
position. .At the age of 38 he was 
one of the youngest big business 
executives in the city. 


He was vice president of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers as- 
sociation, and a member of the 
board of governors of the Better 
Business Bureau. 

He was also an active member 
of St. John’s Masonic lodge, No. 11, 
the Scottish rite, the.Almas temple 
of the Shrine, of which his brother, 
the late Henry Lansburgh, had been 
potentate, and the Town and Coun- 
try club, and the City club. 

Besides his wife. who before 
her marriage was Miss Svlvia May, 
of Richmond, Va., he is survived by 
two brothers, Sol Lansburgh, presi- 
dent of the local firm, and Lester 
Lansburgh, of New York, and five 
sisters, Mrs. Charles A. Goldsmith, 
Mrs. R. B..H. Lyon, and Miss Aline 
Lansburgh, all of Washington; Mrs.

at the Raleigh. 


BLOOD SPATTERS BIBLE 


Three hours after C. W. Poole, 
50 vears old, owner of the Bruns- 
wick Motor Sales Co., of Lawrence- 
ville, Va., shot himself through the 
right temple with a .38 caliber re- 
volver in a room at the Raleigh 
hotel yesterday morning, he died 
in Emergency hospital. Coroner 
Nevitt issued a certificate of sui- 
cide. 

Prior to shooting himself Poole 
rang for a bellboy who, hastening 
to the room, found the man lying 
on his bed, a bullet wound in his 
head. Near at hand lay a revolver 
and a blood-spattered Bible opened 
at the 108th and 109th psalms. One 
of the verses read: ‘‘For I am poor 
and needy, and my heart is 
wounded within me. I am gone 
like the shadow when it declineth.” 

Several letters addressed to 
Poole’s wife and business associates 
were found in the room. The réa- 
son for his act is given in one of 
the letters to his wife, in which he 
writes, “I hate to leave you all 
but can see no other way, as you 
know Iam not able to work.” ‘He 
concluded with, “‘My love to every- 
body at home. I am going to die 
with a good will. Bye-bye, Hon 
and tots. (Signed) C. W.. Poole 
at rest.”’ 

Five dollars was left pinned to a 
note with a request that telegrams 
be sent to his wife and friends. A 
check for $349 was left, made pay- 
able to his wife, who was asked 
not to wear mourning or marry 
again. He designated the place for 
his interment and requested that 
funeral services be held at 4 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon in 
Richmond, Va. Five men were 
named as pallbearers, namely: H. 
H. Harrell, G. E: Barhan, P. L. 
Huse, E. B. Gillian and V. P. Rich- 
ards. 

Police did not open a sealed let- 
ter to his wife which lay on a desk 
in the room. On the envelope was 
written, ‘“‘From your dead husband 
who loves you.” An added line 
read, “Please keep with body and 
deliver to Mrs. C. W. Poole.”’

STATE POWERS. 


In his radio address on the occasion of the 
celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of Col- 
orado’s admission to. Statehood, President 
Coolidge observed that the local and inde- 
pendent functioning of the States is an im- 
portant source of the strength of the Federal 
Union. ‘The realities of our national life,” 
he said, ‘‘are to be found through a study of 
the spirit and power of the separate Common- 
wealths.”’ 

In his address at Arlington on May 30 last, 
President Coolidge dwelt upon the same sub- 
ject. There he quoted the Federalist: 

The powers delegated to the Federal 
government are few and defined; thosé to 
remain in the hands of the State govern- 
ment are numerous and indefinite. 

There has been the suggestion, said the 
President, that the Federal government is over- 
shadowing the State governments; yet the 
State governments deal with far more various 
and more intimate concerns of the people 
than does the national government. The Presi- 
dent added: 

Without doubt, the reason for increas- 
ing demands on the Federal government 
is that the States have not discharged 
their full duties * * * QOnce the evasion 
of local responsibilities becomes a habit, 
there is no knowing how far the conse- 
quences may reach.

CRACK IN CONDUIT 
QUICKLY REPAIRED 


Water Supply Unaffected as 
Damage Is Hastily 
Remedied. 


A slight crack developed in the 
new water conduit, half a mile east 
of the Anglers’ -.club, Wednesday 
night, and was repaired by 2 
o’clock yesterday morning by a 
force of men from the United 
States engineer's office, without 
W ashington experiencing the slight- 
est inconvenience from the damage 


to its main water supply. 

The section where the crack oc- 
curred is over a small depression 
which it was necessary to fill in 
order to support the waterway, and 
the settlement of earth caused the 
conduit to crack. These 
cracks are likely to occur from 
time to time until there is a com- 
plete settling of earth along the 
route, and the United States en- 
gineer's office men are constantly 
on the watch for them. 

The new conduit is constructed 
in sections and it is necessary to 
drain only a part of it. When 
Wednesday's crack occurred, the 
reservoirs were filled with water 
and there was no danger of a short- 
age. When repairs were made, it 
was merely necessary to fill up the 
section which had been cut off, as 


ithe pressure remained the same in 
|unaffected sections.

The price of silver metal in the 
New York market today broke % 
of a cent to 62% cents an ounce, 
the lowest price in more than two 
years, following the recommenda- 
tion of the Indian currency com- 
mission for the stabilization of the 
rupee on a gold basis.

STOMACH ULCERS. 


UT of his large experience, Dr. 

W. E. Deeks has evolved some 

notions as to the dietetic 
cause and treatment of ulcer of the 
stomach. In his opinion, stomach 
ulcers occur generally in people who 
consume an excessive amount of 
carbohydrates and an _ insufficient 
amount of green vegetables and 
fresh fruits. When the diet is cor- 
rected along the lines suggested 
above, nature will take care of the 
uncomplicated gastric ulcer. 

The following are the diets he 
recommends: 

; BREAKFAST. 

Juice of an orange, or some other 
fresh fruit: eggs, preferably cod- 
dled, poached, or soft boiled; stale 
bread. one or two slices, or toast, 
with butter; milk, or coffee with 
milk, but without sugar. 

Coffee or tea should always be 
taken without sugar. 

LUNCHEON. 

Vegetable soup; stale bread, one 
or two slices, or potato, with butter; 
cooked green vegetables; fresh 
fruit; hot or cold milk. 

DINNER. 

Minced meat, chicken, or fish; 
stale bread, one or two slices, pref- 
erably made from whole wheat 
flour, or one potato of average size; 
cooked green vegetables: vegetable 
salad, such as lettuce, tomato and 
celery; fresh fruit; tea or coffee if 
desired. 7 

This diet is continued for about 
three weeks. Then the following is 
substituted for it: 

BREAKFAST. 

Fresh fruit: eggs, with or with- 
out bacon; stale bread, two slices, 
or toast, with butter; coffee or tea 
without sugar. 

If a cereal is eaten it should not 
be sweetened. 

LUNCHEON. 

Meat, poultry, or fish; rice or 
bread, the equivalent of two slices; 
green vegetables; fresh fruit; tea or 
coffee if desired. 

DINNER. 

The same as luncheon except that 
a soup and a salad are added. 

If the ulcer is in the duodenum, 
the more restricted diet must be 
continued longer. In the above 
diets, the total amount of starchy

foods at any meal is never to ex- 
ceed two slices of bread or the 
equivalent thereof. All artificially 
sweetened foods are to be elimi- 
nated. This excludes all pies and 
desserts of every kind, all sweet 
drinks, all sugar on fruits or in 
foods and beverages. The urine is 
kept alkaline by an ample supply of 
vegetables and fruits. These are 
the essentials of Dr. Deek’s dietetic 
treatment. 

The starchy foods which are es- 
pecially limited are: Cereal grains 
and every form of flour, bread, 
cereal, or pastry made therefrom; 
the legumes (beans and peas); the 
tubers, such as potatoes and sweet 
potatoes, the fleshy roots, such as 
carrots, beets, turnips and parsnips; 
sago, tapioca and arrowroot. The 
sweets likewise are limited, but to 
even a greater degree are: Cane 
sugar, maple sugar, glucose, honey, 
molasses and sirups. 

A person with a gastric ulcer 
should be examined for sources of 
infection and for the many compli- 
cations which are liable to develop. 
He will usually require at his phy- 
sician’'s hands some medical treat- 
ment and, in some cases, surgical 
treatment. 


CHEWING TO STOP SMOKING.

HE care of the hair in the in- 
terval between one shampoo 
and the next is often a real 

problem, particularly if the hair is 
at all inclined to be oily. In ‘that 
case, the natural impulse is to wash 
the head more often—-perhaps as 
frequently as once a week—-but 
that, as most of us perfectly well 
know, is not wise. This too abun- 
dant shampooing simply aggravates 
the already overworked oil glands 
and causes them to send ‘forth an 
ever-increasing secretion. All of

where. | 
What can you do to keep the hair 
fluffy and clean between shampoos, 


which, let us say, occur about every 
three weeks? Well, there are sev- 
eral things that you can do. First 
of all, you can keep your comb and 
brush clean. It won’t hurt them to 
have very frequent baths. If after 
using your comb you will wipe it 
with a dry towel, a lot of the dusty 
particles can be instantly removed 
and prevented from lodging be- 
tween the teeth of the comb. 
Especially is this true of the fine- 
toothed combs. 

And the fine-toothed comb, by the 
way, is one of your best aids in this 
matter of keeping the scalp: clean. 
Part the hair in small sections and 
go carefully over the whole scalp. 
There is an inexpensive hard-rubber 
comb made for this very purpose, 
somewhat on the order of a baby’s 
comb, which would also answer. 

A good tonic, applied to the scalp 
with a piece of absorbent cotton, is 
cleansing, refreshing and beneficial. 
It can be used at least twice a week. 

Powered orris root is good for 
the dry shampoo if it is correctly 
employed. Shake it not too lavish- 
ly into the hair, massage the scalp 
briskly with the tips of the fingers, 
then brush the hair very thorough- 
ly until you are sure of having re- 
moved all of the powder. Do not

DEMANDS FOR WAGE 
REDUCTION STUDIED 
BY MINE WORKERS 


Union Is Conducting Quiet 
Investigation in Open 
— Districts. 


HEAVIEST GUNS TRAINED 
ON SECRETARY MELLON 


Interest in Pittsburgh Coal 
Co. Under Fire; Hoover 
Statement Praised. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, Jr. 

Continued demands for wage re- 
duction in union soft coal fields 
have resulted in a quiet and unad- 
vertised investigation by the United 
Mine Workers. The union has sent 
its intelligence men into the open- 
shop districts of Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Alabama, Kentucky and 
Other States to study wage scales 
and working conditions at first hand 
,and ascertain if they hold the merit 
of really increasing the amount re- 
ceived On pay day by the miners, as 
the operators claim. 

Here is what the 
gators have reported: 

“Wages are down to $2.50 a day 
and 30 cents a ton (for loading 
coal) in the nonunion mines of 
southern West Virginia. 

“Alabama nonunion miners load 
coal for 28 cents a ton, while day 
men get as little as $2.13 a day.”’ 

And sovon. Whether the claims 
made by union investigators are ac- 
curate and typical of conditions gen- 
erally in nonunion fields is not 
known; their statements are given 
for what they are worth, as illus- 
trating the point of view from 
which the union officials regard the 
nation-wide attempt to cut the pres- 
ent wage scale in union coal fields.

Secretary Mellon Under Fire. 

In western Pennsylvania, 
the Pittsburgh Coal Co. 
the pioneer companies 
for the open shop, 
have mounted their 
and trained them 
Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury, 
who is reputed to be one of the 
large stockholders of that company. 
Few opportunities for shelling Mr. 
Mellon appear to have been over- 
looked in the union appeals to its 
membership in western Pennsyl- 
vania. Here is one of the latest 
union broadsides against Mr. Mel- 
lon, published in the United Mine 
Workers’ Je@urnal: ‘ 

“Mr. Mellon testified before the 
Senate investigating committee that 
he considered $10 a day as fair 
compensation for a day’s work to 

watchers at the polls in the Pennsyl- 
vania primary. 

“According to the best available 
information the nonunion mine 
workers employed by the Pitts- 
burgh Coal Co. are now earning 
from $2.64 to $5 a day, with the 
vast majority of the men making 
much less than $5 a day. 

“Tf §10 a day is fair compensation 
for a day’s work, as Secretary 
Mellon says it is, then why does 
not the Pittsburgh Coal Co. stick 
to its agreement (the Jacksonville 
Wage contract) to pay its employes 
$7.50 a day?” 

This sort of appeal apparently is 
having its effect among the rank 
and file of the union in increasing 
the hitterness with which they 
regard western Pennsylvania’s 
going nonunion.

West Virginia Output Larger. 

In West Virginia the United 
Mine Workers have had a shake-up 
recently out of which has emerged 
a district organization controlled 
by the national body in detail. 
Northern West Virginia, so far as 
the union is concerned, has been in 
the throes of a strike since April, 
1924. Theoretically the union 
miners in that sector of the battle 
line are on strike today. Actually, 
West Virginia is digging more 
coal today, on the open shop basis, 
than ever before. 

Southern West Virginia, which 
never has been union territory, has 
been thoroughly investigated re- 
cently by union workers. Wages in| 
that field have been on 
basis. or about 35 per cent 
the scale. prescribed by the 
sonville agreement, for -several 
years. Recently, however, to quote 
the president of the West Virginia 
union, who gives nameseof mining 
companies in his statement: 

“The —- company, recent- 
lv reduced wages from the 1917 
scale to $2.50 a day for inside labor, 
49 cents a ton for loading wide 
coal and 32 cents a ton for narrow 
coal. Also the 
established a wage of $3 a day for 
inside day labor on a 10-hour day 
basis, 
rates.”” And then, paying its com-' 
pliments to the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, aristocrat of 
labor unions which jis operating its 
OWn mine in that field, the state- 
ment continues: 

“The Coal River collieries, con-| 
trolled by the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, has put into ef- 
fect a contract and subcontract sys- 
tem throughout its .mines. This 
permits all kinds of prices and con- 
‘ditions to prevail.”’ 

As for Alabama, longa thorn in 
the union ranks, George Hargrove, 
the president of the union there, is 
quoted in the Journal as saying:

“Miners in Alabama work 
absolute slavery conditions. They 
are not allowed te organize. They 
are not allowed even to harbor or 
. entertain union principles. If a 

miner is suspected at heart of being 

a union man he is discharged and 

thrown out of his house. .There is 

no such thing as a standard scale of 
wages in Alabama. ' Each company 
pays whatever it pleases and the 

Men are obliged to take whatever 

they can get,’’

tent on keeping the United Mines 

Workers out of their field.

That may be more super- 
ficial than real, however. The 
question is somewhat hypothetical, 
for even assuming that the wage 
rate under the Jacksonville agree- 
ment had been 25 or 30 per cent 
\less, it is probable that the non- 
'union fields would have reduced 
wages to some point 20 per 
cent below the union agreement, 
and the same effect would have 
taken place. So I do not believe 
that any one can say that it is a 
certainty that the increased pro- 
duction in the nonunion fields 
would not have taken place if the 
Jacksonville agreement had not 
fixed wages at the present rates.’”’

‘“‘Personally I can look back with 
more pleasure on my medal play 
grounds in open championships 
than match play, because most of 
my success has been in stroke com- 
petitions, where one has the entire 
field to fight instead of one man.”’ 

A study of Hagen’s record sup- 
ports the view that his main 
triumphs have been in stroke com- 
petition, although it also is true 
that some of his most brilliant vic- 
tories have been at match play. 
Earlier this year, for instance, he 
trounced the recent king of golf, 
Bobby Jones, by the margin of 12 
up and 11 to go in a 72-hole match 
in Florida. In England Hagen 
triumphed over his foremost 
British professional rival, Abe 
Mitchell, in another 72-hole battle, 
but his latest victory in the Eastern 
open championship was at stroke 
competition and included a record- 
breaking card of 132 for the first 
36 holes of the test. 

Altogether since winning his first 
American open crown in 1914, 
Hagen has played in 64 open tour- 
naments of major importance here 
and abroad, winning 24 of them. 
Thus he has emerged triumphant 
on an average of better than once 
in every three tournament efforts. 
He has taken a golf title from every 
country except Canada. He has

a new curriculum for the bachelor 
of science courses in the various 
colleges of the order in the New 
York-Maryland province.

40 instructors, including some from 
New England, although that sec- 
tion is not included in the province, 
are expected to attend the sessions.

4 ALLEGED-GAMBLERS

Three Others Arrested | as 
Bookmakers Freed When 
Evidence Is Lacking. 


Four alleged bookmakers were 
held yesterday in ‘$3,000 each for 
the grand jury by Judge MacDonald 
in police court.

The 
motion alleges that the warrant 
failed to state the facts upon which 
it was issued, that it was allegedly 
sworn before Judge Gus A. Schuldt 
whereas it was sworn to before a 
clerk.
